M Oſt merciful Father, we beſeech thee, to lend down upon 
this thy ſervant thy heavenly bleſſing, and lo endue him with 
thy holy Spirit, that he pꝛeaching thy wozd; may not onely be ear- 
neſt to repꝛobe, beſeech, and rebuke, with all patience and doctrine, 
but alſo map be, to ſuchag beleeve, an whollome example, in wozd, 
inconverſation, in love, in faith, in chaſtity, and purity: that faith- 
fully falling his courſe, at the latter dap he may receive the 
crown of righteoulneſſe laid up by the Loꝛd the righteous Judge, 
who liveth and reigneth, one God with the Father, and the holy 
Ghoſt, Wozld without end. Amen.
